Pominion, provincial and municipal 
bonds were, of course, the favorite invest- 
ments into which to put these surplus 
funds. But it is significant that about 
one-third of the huge sum was invested in 
bonds of industrial undertakings. With 
all their complaining, Canadians, it will be 
noted, have not lost faith in the soundness 
or the profitableness of well established 
business enterprises. 

The showing here is that for each two 
dollars they locked up in bonds giving 
the maximum security and paying the 
minimum rate of interest, Canadians also 
invested one dollar in the hope of getting 
interest or dividend returns higher than 
are derived from these public bonds. That 
fact reflects confidence in the business 
outlook. And the investment of the capi- 
tal in reproductive industry will help to 
make this expectation come true 


GOOD POLICY; BAD METHOD 


There will be no disagreement with 
Premier Bennett’s conclusion that the best 
way to lessen unemployment is to start 
the construction of public works. Every- 
body else came to the same conclusion 
long ago and this makes it unanimous. 

But the Premier says he cannot trans- 
late this general policy into a detailed pro- 
gram; because shiftless people would get 
the idea that they could draw on the funds 
without work, and because the provinces 
would start quarreling about where the 
money should be spent. If he hopes to 
avoid those two difficulties, in any appli- 
cation of the policy he may attempt, the 
Premier is an optimist. Certainly he.can- 
not do that by getting a “blank cheque” 
from parliament for relief and relief work. 

Both the shiftless and the provinces 
will understand from this that the funds 
are without limit, and that the Govern- 
ment can, if it will, do anything that is 
wanted. Had parliament been asked to 
approve a definite program of expendi- 
tures, beyond which the Ministers could 
not go, the Government would have in this 
legislative restriction a first line of de- 
fence against demands which it thinks 
should not be granted, 

With all the money in the treasury at 


their disposal, nothing but the will of the 
Ministers will stand between it and peo- 
ple who want to be supported without 
working or provinces which may want 
more than their share. The Government 
will be sorry before the winter is ended

TRYING OUT THE NEW ROUTE 

Arrangements are being made by the

But this will be the first wheat ship- 
ped through the Bay port as a commercial 
undertaking, and the purpose is to test the 
practicability of the route for wheat trade 
as this is usually carried on. If it is to be 
conclusive the test will have to be made 
without undue interference on the part of 
the Government. The wheat should be 
privately owned wheat, carried on regular 
trading vessels as a strictly business ven- 
ture, and subject to all the charges pro- 
perly incidental to the traffic 

The object of the experiment, it is to 
be assumed, is not simply to show that 
wheat can be shipped to Europe via Hud- 
fon Bay, of which there is no doubt; but to 
show whether vessels operating under 
normal commercial conditions can earn a 
fair rate of profit carrying wheat by that 
route at competitive rates. If that is not 
possible the Bay route will never become 
an important wheat route, and that much- 


debated question may beter be settled 
soon than later. 
One point should be cleared up even 


before the wheat ships sail. It has been 


claimed by opponents of the Bay route 
that the insurance rates demanded on 
vessels and cargo would make freight 


charges prohibitive and the route useless 
as an outlet for the western wheat crop. 
If Government does not interfere with the 
usual course of things, the vessels will not 
sail until the insurance rates have been 
agreed upon between the companies and 
the ship-owners; and the question will 
thus be answered whether the cost of in- 
surance is to be a serious handicap to the 


development of trade through the new 
route.

HISTORY Or FOOD 

Man has always been essentially an 
omnivorous creature, eating indis- 
criminately every kind of food he 
could secure. In an effort to survive 
in the face of great obstacles and to 
assuage the pangs of hunger he has 
made use of practically every edible 
substance of the plant and anima! 
kingdoms. In some rare instances he 
h.») abstained from cevtain foods be- 
cause of tribal or religious taboo 
There is every evidence to believe that 
primitive man nad a difficult strug- 
gle to secure enough nourishing food 
to keep alive. Instinct and experience 
no doubt were the early man's guides 
which led him to the most nutritious 
foods. The most easily obtainable 
were herbs and berries and soft roots 
but these could not supply sufficient 
food value, so he must have also eaten | 
Such things as eggs, ano”:, shellfish 
and other forms of animal life 

Tt must have taken many thousands 
of years before man knew enough to 
follow Jehovah's command to replen- 
ish the earth and to have dominion 
over all living things in the vegetable 
and animal kingdom. Tt was a long 
time before he became cunning 
enough to kill the larger animals for 
food; he was more the pursued than 


the pursuer. And, again. many cen- 
turies must have elapsed before the 
agricultural age and before man 
learned to domesticate animals, Until 


these periods, some tribes wandered.-in 
Search of food and o'ers clung more 
closely to the shores of rivers and 
lakes where they could secure fish 
and other forms of animal life exist- 
ing near the water

The argument will be in connection 
with an application of ‘Thomas Brad 
iey, formerly of Innisfree and now 
of Olympia, Washington, USA 
against David Fowler, farmer of Innis- 
free, for leave to set aside a certificate 
filed by the director of the Debt Ad 
justment Act and to proceed with an 
action for foreclosure under an agree- 


ment of sale between Bradley and 
Fowler 
It is set forth in applicant's plead- 


ings that Bradley owned the east half 
of Section 4, Township 50, Range 11 


West of the 4th Meridian and on 
Sept. 20, 1916 sold the land to Fow- 
ler under an agreement of sale, the 
price being $3,750 

Fowler paid $150 In cash on execu- 
tion and under the agreement the 
full price should have been paid by 
Dec. 1, 1922 
PAID INTEREST 

Fowler paid interest to the end of 
1929, but, it is claimed, has only 
paid $1,640 on account of principal 
thus leaving still due, $2,110 

Theref as he was two years in 
arrears of interest and taxe he ap- 
plied to the Debt Adjustment Bureau 
for relief 

From the abstract of title, it ap- 
pears that Fowler borrowed $8,365 
from the Minburn Co-operative Credit 


Society 

From the certificate filed with the 
Debt Adjustment Bureau, it appears 
that he values his livestock and mach- 
inery at $2,750 and his land at $8,000 
although this last is assessed at only 
$3,600. By the same certificate it ap- 
pears as though his liabilities exceed 
by $324.18 He also received 
ome road work contracts from the 
government, it is claimed 

The contention of Bradley is that 
the Debt Adjustment Act is an in- 
fringement of provisions of the Bank- 
ruptcy Act and as Fowler by his own 
tatement is insolvent, provisions of
